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The Challenge Accepted | 


OT SINCE CONFEDERATION 
has a Prime Minister tackled 
the problem of French-speaking Can- 
ada with the courage and bluntness 
shown last Saturday by Mr. Louis 
St. Laurent. With outspoken words 
that took the breath of Canadians 
accustomed all their lives to govern- 
mental soft phrases and diplomatic 
tact where Quebec is concerned, this 
leader of French descent took a stand 
that, without regard to any of his 
other great accomplishments, will as- 
sure him a remembered place inthe 
history of Canada. 

In one epochal speech, delivered 
without written text and straight 
from’ the heart to a small party 
group, but designed to be heard by 
all ten provinces and particularly 
Quebec, the Prime Minister came di- 
rectly to grips with the great divisive 
force-in- Canadian national life: He 
boldly threw down the gauntlet to 
Quebec’s Premier Duplessis and the 
isolationists. grouped behind him 
under the banner of “provincial 
rights.” He called on French Canada 
to be Canadian before it is provincial: 
to be nationally minded before it is 
parochial. 

In so doing, Mr. St. Laurent. di 
rectly~chalienged the power of Pre- 
mier Duplessis and his Union Na- 
tionale. He put the question of Fed- 
eral Government policy on a plain 
basis of “if you don’t like it, don’t 
vote for us.” He dug deep into the 
roots. of Canadian nationhood and 
spread ‘them wide forafirmer grip 
in the soil of this continent 

Today he is planning to stump 
Quebec in a “campaign of education.” 
If he is successful he will put a curb 
on-the ambitions of Maurice Duples- 
sis, defeat the separatist movement 
and bring a reality and unity to.Con- 
federation that Canada has never 
yet fully achieved. 

If he loses, he may plunge the 
country into the worst political chaos 
of its history, and wreck the work 
of national unification that was 
dominant concern of Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King’s thirty years of 
party and Government leadership 

The gamble is enormous and Mr 
St. Laurent has not entered upon it 
without long thought. The camp:

Laurent as acknowledged leader of 
French-speaking Canadians has been 
growing over a period of years. The 
Quebec provincial chief has em;

O MATTER. WHAT ARGU- 
ments Red China may have 
been advancing for propaganda pur- 
poses, the leaders of the Peiping gov- 
ernment could have had little expec- 
tation that their bid for a seat in 
the United Nations would succeed. 
The communists’ application was 
defeated last year by a 44-10 vote, 
only a handful of satellites and neu- 
trals supporting Russia’s motion.

No Canadian leader of 
English descent could so speak to 
Quebec.

The corner confectionery was 
held responsible for most of the 
decay in children's teeth by Dr. 
Hugh Clarke, veteran school 


dentist, when. he spoke to the, 


school board Monday night. 

Dr. Clarke and his partner, 
Dr. David Parfitt, peer into the 
mouths _of .15,000-Greater- Vie- 
toria school pupils every year. 
When he sees teeth riddled with 
deeay, it's a safe bet the cause 
is too much sugar, the dentist 
said 

And it’s more thaft likely the 
Sugar was consumed in the form 
of penny candies, chocolate bars, 
chewing gum and soft drinks. 

The doctor decried all of these 
as being injurious to children’s 
teeth. He lauded parents who 
try to keep their youngsters 
away from such confections, 

“T'ts unfortunate that every 
time you build a new school a 
little confectionery store pops 
up right alongside it,” he told 
the board, “and do they ever do 
a business!”
